AN OPEN CONVENTION—COME 
EVERYBODY! 

Ir has been wisely decided that the coming 
convention of the American Booksellers’ Asso- 
ciation will again be an open one, at which 
all members of the book-trade, publishing as 
well as distributing, are invited and urged to 
be present and participate in the discussion, 
tho of course only members of the Associa- 
tion can have the right to vote. 

We are especially glad to make this an- 
nouncement for two reasons—because the 
present is the time in which all the efforts of 
every profession should be concentrated for a 
pull together in this crisis of national life 
and world history, and because publishers, as 
such, have a vital interest in the business wel- 
fare of the distributors of their goods and 
have at present no organization of their own 
within which publishing and _ distributing 
methods can be discussed. We hope there- 
fore that the convention in a serious spirit 
will address itself with unanimity of purpose 
to making a united book-trade an effective 
means of appealing thru the wide circulation 
of patriotic books to the national spirit, and 
ot promoting higher ideals of national life. 

Such a convention should be a first step— 
and a long stride—toward a better and wider 
organization of the American book-trade, per- 
haps with conventions or conferences some- 
what on the model of those held in European 
countries, of .which the French Congress has 
been an excellent recent example. The 
American Publishers’ Association, tho it had 
not attempted to fix prices or to stifle com- 
petition, was discouraged by court deci- 
sions because any associated attempt at 
price maintenance has been construed as con- 
trary to the anti-trust laws. It is to be 
hoped that later legislation will remove this 
difficulty, but meantime there is no reason why

More- 
over, to placate dailies by keeping the present 
rate, and country papers by retaining the abuse 
of “free county distribution,” and actually to 
reduce postage on philanthropic periodicals, all 
this at the expense of other periodicals and 
of taxpayers, is absolutely inequitable and un- 
just, and the postal section of the revenue bill 
increases the complexities and complications 
of present postal administration instead of 
simplifying and bettering them. We have 
authoritative word that the scheme was not 
the result of recommendations of the Post 
Office Department but originated in the House 
Committee. Publishers should at once take 
steps to be heard, and to make strong en- 
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deavor in the Senate to obtain a more sensible 
schedule. This should not mean opposition to 
a fair increase of rate but simplification in 
the interest of business and revenue. Per- 
haps the best that can be expected is a rate 
of one cent or more at the post office of 
origin or for a first zone within the fifty mile 
radius of the present parcel post first zone, 
an increased rate to 2c. in a second zone, 
within the radius of a thousand miles of the 
fifth zone of the parcel post, and an in- 
creased rate of 3c. beyond a thousand miles, 
applicable to all periodicals, daily, weekly, 
monthly or quarterly, country or city. With 
this should come simpler instead of more 
complicated conditions of registration and 
transmission. It is questionable whether the 
increased rate of a cent each on letters and 
postcards will not diminish the postal busi- 
ness to an extent that will practically nullify 
the expected revenue.

A CONCRETE instance of how well it pays 
the bookseller to be on the lookout for lectures 
and meetings at which he can make special 
book exhibits is furnished by a recent experi- 
ence of the Sunwise Turn Book Shop in New 
York. Three lectures on gardening were given 
at a prominent club and the Sunwise Turn pre- 
pared for each lecture an exhibit at the club 
of various books on the special subject of the 
day, including of course the books mentioned 
by the speaker. The first day, after a good 
deal of hesitation on the publisher’s part, the 
shop was “allowed” to call for and take to 
the club twenty-five copies of a $4.50 book. 
Much to the publisher’s surprise every one of 
the twenty-five copies was sold on the first

afternoon—as well as fifteen copies of a $2.50 | 


book and several copies of a cheaper work.

TECHNICAL BOOKS—A CHALLENGE 
TO THE BOOKSELLER 
By R. S. Lynp 

Now that the retail book-trade is devoting 
so much attention to the problem of direct 
sales by publishers, the technical book business. 
which has gone far in the last few years 
toward becoming entirely a mail order busi- 
ness, naturally suggests itself as a most obvi- 
ous point for its attack on the problem. 
Strangely enough, however, the technical book 
phase of the question has not seemed to come 
in for so much of the booksellers’ attention 
if that attention is correctly reflected by the 
gossip here and there in trade circles—as have 
the general books, including fiction, of the so- 
called “regular” publishers. And yet there i 
no question but that the percentage of the 
technical publisher’s output sold “direct” far 
and away outbalances the percentage of the 
“regular” publisher’s direct sales. One techni- 
cal publisher places his trade sales as only 
about a quarter of his total—and he publishes 
a number of books with a decidedly popular 
appeal, at that—while another, with a some 
what more severely technical list, states that 
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the trade sales of his house are either a 

“negligible factor” or around fifty per cent., ac- 
cording to whether one means by “trade sales” 
sales thru regular booksellers alone or sales 
thru regular booksellers plus college book- 
stores, which last, while their orders bulk 
large, are scarcely more than order depots. 
Alongside such figures, the one or two or 
three or six or eight per cent. of direct by 
mail sales of the average “regular” publisher 
shrinks into insignificance. 

The reason the problem presented by the 
technical book does not strike the bookseller 
more forcibly is that he is already tacitly, 
if not openly, abandoning the technical book 
field and striking it from his sales horizon. 
He is disgruntled with the publisher because 
of the latter’s short discounts ; and because of 
the very success of his direct methods, the 
publisher is disgusted with the bookseller and 
becoming more and more independent of him. 
The result is a tangle for which the publisher 
refuses to take the responsibility, and the 
solution of which must come thru the book- 
seller—if indeed there is to be a trade solu- 
tion! 

Prior to 1909, technical publishers gave dis- 
counts which ranged from one-third to forty 
per cent. off. The bookseller, however, gen- 
erally gave away fifteen or twenty per cent. 
of this discount to his customer. The result 
was complete demoralization of the business, 
because the publisher himself also began to 
give discounts to retail purchasers all over 
the country. The McGraw-Hill Book Com- 
pany was formed in 1909, and concluded that 
it was absolutely necessary to make all books 
net, and accordingly reduced the trade dis- 
count, as the only means of insuring the 
maintenance of net prices. Wiley and Van 
Nostrand followed suit, making their books 
net, with a few exceptions, and shortening 
discounts to the trade. 

Since the introduction of these shorter dis- 
counts, and on account of the comparative 
indifference to the technical publishers’ lines 
which they have bred in the bookseller, the 
progress of direct by mail selling of technical 
books has been rapid. Its progress has been 
helped along by the ever louder contention of 
the technical publishers that the bookseller 
simply does not reach the market for his 
books. Engineers in mining companies, in 
field work on railroads and in most of the 
important construction work of the coun- 
try are frequently not located near a book- 
store, and must of necessity, the publishers 
claim, use the mails. Then, too, large num- 
bers of engineers and skilled workmen are 
employed by manufacturers whose plants are 
generally in the suburbs or the outlying dis- 
tricts, and have no opportunity to go to the 
local bookstore except evenings, when few 
bookstores are open. “When does the plumber 
ever have time to get into a bookstore?” one 
publisher asked. 

The slogan of the technical publishers to- 
day has become then: “The parcel post makes 
your desk your bookstore.” This direct by 


mail business began in real earnest when 














the McGraw-Hill sniesbas began sending their 
bocks out on approval, postage paid one way.

*‘2—No books will be sent ‘on approval’ outside of 
the United States. 

“3—This offer applies only to books published by 
us. We do not catalogue or advertise any other 
books. We sell them but we cannot ship them ‘on 
approval’ or guarantee them. 

“4—The order must be 
through agents or booksellers. 
to retail customers, 
chasing for resale.” 

This McGraw “on approval” plan has met 
with such success that the other publishers 
have taken the cue from them, forced to do so 
to meet their competition, they claim, while 
Van Nostrand has not only prepaid postage 
one way, but has “raised the ante” by offering 
to pay postage both ways. Thus the snow- 
ball grows as it progresses! 

The mailing lists of the technical publishers 
each carry from fifty thousand to three and 
four times that number of names. Post cards 
inviting readers to check the subjects in which 
they are particularly interested are slipped 
into all new books as they come from the 
bindery and in this and other ways these mail- 
ing lists are constantly being recruited. An 
instance of what is done with a single book 
is furnished by one house which sends out 
from fifteen to twenty thousand circulars on a 
single book, thereby reaching about one-fifth 
of its list; from these fifteen to twenty thou- 
sand circulars a minimum of five hundred 
sales will be secured and the figure will prob- 
ably run considerably above that. Another 
house sends its general catalog and occa- 
sional bulletins to a selected list of some 
eighteen thousand names. If nothing is heard 
from a prospect for a year his card is trans- 
ferred to a secondary list of less live pros- 
pects and he is thenceforward sent only the 
general catalog until he is either moved up 
again into the preferred list or dropped en- 
tirely. 

As a general rule technical publishers put

sent direct to us—not 
The offer applies only 
not to booksellers or agents pur- 





considerably more emphasis on circularizing 
than upon advertising in technical journals 
and other mediums, tho the McGraw-Hill Co., 
while conducting perhaps as extensive a Cir- 
cularizing campaign as any other technical 
house, places almost as much emphasis on its 
technical paper advertising. This is, of course, 
in part due to the close relation between the 
McGraw-Hill Book Co. and the excellent 
string of McGraw-Hill technical periodicals. 
All the McGraw ads. carry the familiar “free 
examination coupon” at the bottom. 

Nor is this on approval by mail method so 
fraught with losses as one would suppose: 
The publishers all give the losses from crooks 
as very slight, due of course to the high grade 
of the men in the engineering field and to 
the check which the above application card for 
books on approval gives them. Even assum- 
ing, however, that the loss from crooks and 
the incidental costs of this circularizing and 
by mail service cost the publisher about ten 
per cent. of his gross receipts—and this esti- 
mate is not far wrong,—and assuming that 
nine out of every ten books sent out on ap- 
proval stay sold—and this again is, we are 
told, a fair average—the case would seem to be 
much as one publisher put it: “So,” he said, 
“on this basis a technical publisher is certainly 
no worse off than if he went thru the end- 
less trouble of dealing thru the trade at 
twenty per cent. off and considerably better 
oft than if he offered the trade twenty-five, 
thirty or a third off and he sells just 


as 


many, and even more, books with a minimum 


ot fuss and bother.” 

Just what is the extent of the retail trade in 
technical books to-day? Roughly speaking, 
this business has dwindled until now it is 
practically confined to a half-dozen stores: 
the Old Corner in Boston, the Philadelphia 
Book Co. in Philadelphia, Van Nostrand in 
New York, McClurg in Chicago, Kendrick- 
Bellamy in Denver and one or two others. As 
stated above, one house gave its trade sales 
as a quarter of its total, while another termed 
its sales thru regular bookstores, exclusive 
of college bookstores, a “negligible factor.” 
Just what certain of the “live wire” general 
stores thruout the country are doing in re- 
gard to technical books is only too well shown 
by the books of one of the most progressive 
publishers; they reveal monthly totals of 
from ten to thirty dollars in the case of one 
bookselling “high spot” in the Middle West, 
twenty-five dollars to forty-five dollars in an- 
other (one of the best stores in the country, 
too), and so on. Detroit is a good example of 
how little of the real business in technical 
books the bookseller really gets: One pub- 
lisher actually sells 3000 copies a year of a 
single technical book on automobiles in 
Detroit, while the business of the leading local 
bookstores in this publisher’s entire list 
amounts to a very small figure. “So you see,” 
one publisher said, “outside of a few ‘good 
bets’ the trade business is mainly ‘chicken 
feed.’” 

The Old Corner Bookstore in Boston de- 


serves special mention because it has made a

determined bid for the technical business in its 
field. An effort has been made to get th 
interested in technical books to drop into 
store regularly to logk over the new stock. A 
salesman familiar with technical subjects was 
put in charge of the stock and special list 
and exhibits were sent to local scientific 

and meetings. Sales naturally jumped wm 
this intelligent handling. “Of course, the () 
Corner is worth the publisher’s while,” 
publisher declared, “but we venture to 
that even now we sell as many books dir 
in the Boston territory as they do.” An 
other publisher with a less optimistic view of 
the retail trade protested that while of cours: 
the Old Corner Store’s business with th 
increased under these methods of promotion 
it had not increased any more than the 
crease in the publisher’s own direct business 
in the same territory had, and “not enoug! 
to make them a real sales factor’—tho one 
cannot help wondering if there was not som: 
connection between the increased activity in 
the bookseller’s sales and the jump in the pub- 
lisher’s own sales in that territory! 

Now the curious thing is that while the 

technical publishers claim to have tried th 
booksellers and found them wanting, they ar: 
in some instances making retail sales thru 
various other mediums. An interesting ex 
ample of this sort of specialized trade outlet 
is furnished by a dealer in mechanical draw 
ing instruments and similar articles in a larg: 
city whom one publisher seems to have cor 
nered as a private outlet—greatly to thei 
mutual profit. The publishers began by “tak 
ing a flier” on ten copies of a rather expen 
sive book which they sent the dealer with the 
suggestion that he send them out on approval 
by messenger to likely prospects. The dealer 
scld not only these ten copies but forty more 
besides. Needless to say, the publisher is now 
nursing along this husky infant in every pos 
sible way! 
The generally short discounts, coupled with 
the fact that technical books are expensive 
and relatively slow moving, has helped keep 
down the retail trade’s enthusiasm for them 
Discounts range from a fifth to a quarter, and 
only very rarely to a third or better. One 
heuse gives twenty off on pick-ups, with a 
higher rate on monthly orders of one hundred 
dollars or better; an effort was made in this 
way to encourage regular “depositories” of 
a publisher’s list, but this system has not 
proved very satisfactory. Another house has 
given twetity-five off on pick-ups and more on 
quantities—tho this has recently been shaved 
down somewhat on account of recent manu- 
facturing increases. In the medical field one 
publisher has recently gone after retail trade 
with an offer of one-third off on ten of any 
ot its books and a third and five on twenty- 
five. 

The placing of books on consignment, tho 
far more common than the on approval plan 
with medical publishers, is becoming less and 
less usual with the technical publishers, as 
they draw more and more into their 
shells and rely on direct sales methods. A 
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acta objection i. eachatoel publishers to 
the “on sale” proposal is that since technical 
stock is so expensive and slow moving the 
returns would bulk relatively high, at least 
under present bookselling conditions and thus 


cost the publisher heavily. One publisher 
pointed to a five dollar manual which cost 
his house $37,500 to publish: “With that in- 
vestment we can’t afford to take any chances 
on our sales outlet,” he explained, “and just 
to show you what we are doing with it, we 
sold 11,000 of those the first year and expect to 
sell 15,000 this year.” 

There is, of course, a certain amount of re- 
turned stock even on goods not sent out “on 
sale,” and the technical publisher claims that 
the nuisance and constant bickering over this 
stock has helped to make him impatient of the 
bookseller. One publisher cited an instance 
of one of the most progressive houses in the 
Middle West which placed a substantial stock 
order three or four years ago and shipped 
practically the entire lot back at the end of 
the year. “And mind you, they demand the 
return of the books as a right,” he exclaimed, 
ané launched forthwith into a protest against 
the “nasty” tone of the trade’s letters. “We 
could well afford to increase our discounts to 
encourage the bookseller,” he concluded, “but 
we’re actually considering doing just the oppo- 
site and cutting them down to discourage the 
retailer, just because his business is more 
trouble than it is worth.” 

This latter undoubtedly represents an ex- 
treme attitude; but nevertheless it just about 
represents what the issue has narrowed down 
to now so far as the bookseller is concerned: 
can the bookseller make the bother of his 
business worth the publisher’s while? The 
direct by mail business in this line has be- 
come so firmly rooted that the majority of 
the publishers are coming to regard technical 
books as in the same category with law 
books and medical books—outside the book- 
seller’s domain. “If the booksellers want to 
get our co-operation in any extension of the 
present retail selling system,” is the attitude 
of at least three of the most prominent firms, 


“they'll have to show us that it’s worth our 
while.”

FIRST AND SECOND CLASS MAIL 
INCREASES IN PROPOSED REVENUE 
BILL 

BotH first and second class mail increases 
are included in the war revenue bill approved 
by unanimous vote of the House Ways and 
Means Committee on Tuesday of this week. 
In its present form the bill aims to raise $70,- 
000,000 from first class mail thru an increase 
of one cent an ounce in letter rates and 
of one cent in postcard rates, while $19,000,- 
000 will be raised on second class matter as 
follows: 

After June I next the zone system appli- 
cable to parcel post shall apply to second class 
mail matter, with rates of postage two cents 
a pound or fraction when for delivery within 
the first, second or third zones ; four cents within 


fourth or fifth, five cents within sixth or 
seventh, six cents for delivery within the 
eighth zone. It is provided, however, that 


postage on daily newspapers when deposited 
in a letter carrier office for delivery by its 
carriers shall be the same as at present; copies 
now entitled to free circulation in the mails 
within the county of publication shall retain 
that privilege, and the Postmaster General 
may require publishers to separate for zones 
in mailing. Newspapers mailed to subscribers 
from an office other than that of publication 
shall pay the same rate as if from its office. 
Religious, educational, agricultural, labor or 
fraternal publications, not issued for profit, 
shall pay half-cent a pound, irrespective of 
zones, except that when they are deposited in 
a letter carrier office for delivery by its car- 
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riers the rate shall be 
vided by law. 

It was planned to bring the bill up for dis- 
cussion in the House on Thursday of this 
week, while the Senate Finance Committee 
was to begin public hearings on the bill on 
Friday with a view to being ready to report 
soon after the House acts.

PHILADELPHIA COURSE IN BOOK- 
SELLING ENDS SUCCESSFUL YEAR 
THE course in bookselling and library train- 

ing at the William Penn Evening High 
School was recently concluded and it is now 
possible to gauge rather accurately the re- 
sults of the year’s work. None of the gradu- 
ates of the course had any difficulty in secur- 
ing a position; of the thirty-six enrolled 
thirty are now employed in either bookstores 
or libraries, the remaining six having inde- 
pendent means and living at home. One 
member of the class has been made manager 
of a local bookstore during the absence of 
the regular manager; two are to fill summer 
positions at the Chautauqua Book-shop; and 
six others are distributed among the libraries 
of the city. Most significant of all, perhaps, 
as an evidence of the actual worth of the 
course to both employer and employee, the 
salaries of the bookstore clerks who took the 
course are said to have been increased in 
every case. 

Training in bookselling bids fair to be a 
permanent thing in Philadelphia. The course 
at the William Penn Evening High School 
will re-open October 1 and ten registrations 
have already been made. Twenty members 
of the Philadelphia Business Women’s League 
who are employed in bookstores tried earlier 
in the spring to arrange a second ‘course of 
twelve weeks during April, May and June, 
but Miss Graham, the instructor in the 
regular winter course, was unable to take on 
the work at the time. 

The account of the work of the Phila- 
delphia school in the PusLisHERsS’ WEEKLY 
for March 10 has aroused wide comment 
thruout the country. Both the School of 
Pedagogy at New York University and the 
Woman’s Educational Union of Boston wrote 
for further information about the school 
with a view to including such training in their 
respective curriculums, while the Vassar Col- 
lege Library wanted to know more about the 
library training side, and one publishing house 
actually had the temerity to ask the instructor 
in the course to answer for them the several 
hundred questions in the papers reprinted in 
the Weexty. A number of bookstore pro- 
prietors and clerks have also written Miss 
Graham for more of the syllabi and examina- 
tions given in the course and for advice as to 
the best means of acquiring the training neces- 
sary to answer the question.

OBITUARY NOTES 

Mrs. Ruta McEnery Stuart, famous for 
her negro dialect stories and jingles, died 
in New York City, May 6 in her fifty-seventh 
year. Mrs. Stuart was born in Avoyelles Par- 
ish, La., and lived in the South until 1801. 
Her works all reflect the life of the South. 
Her first story was published in 1888, after 
which she devoted her time to literary work, 
especially to dialect tales. She was the author

Jackson,” 1902; “George Washington Jones,”

Second Wooing of Salina Sue,” 1905; “Aunt 
Amity’s Silver Wedding,” 1908; “Sonny’s 
Father,” 1910; “The Haunted Photograph,” 
1911; “Daddy Do-funny’s Wisdom Jingles,” 
1913; “The Cocoon,” 1915. 


Capt. THOMAS ARTHUR NELSON, 


senior 
member of the house of Thomas Nel- 
son & Sons, New York, London, Edin- 
burgh and Paris, was killed by shell fire
